


1. ' Prior to September 19$1, Rumanian border guard troops s whose strength' was at 
least- one battalion, were located in the barracks installation on tho southern 
perimeter of the city and on the east side of the street leading to the Danube 
port* The installation consisted of one long, solid -.brick building* The 
soldiers -wore khaki uniforms with light-green patches on the slipover tunics* 
and breeches or trousers with wrap puttees* Prior to September 1951 > only 
horse-drawn carts were seen with the unit* The troops were mainly equipped 
with old tonanian small arms* Only a few Soviet weapons were obse rved* The 
soldiers* ages ranged between 20 and 22 years. Source frequently observed a 
constant stream of detachments of various strengths leaving and entering the 
barracks installation* 


2o . another barracks installation, occupied by Rumanian troops, was located north 
of the city on tho west side of the main streen leading. towards Alexandria 
(U 33/3U / H 09) .and aLvut 200 meters northwest of the railroad • station* It 
was an old installation of four or five large two-story buildings and 10 to 15 
wooden barracks* Source estimated tie number of the troops in the installation 
at 1,000 to 1,200 men* They wore khaki uniforms with red service color on their 
patches and caps* T'o motor vehicles were obse rved with IT is unit* source saw 
snail arms and small, horse-dr mm guns' on rubber-tired wheels, which did. not 
appear to bo modern models. It .ns rumored in the city that the troops were 
equipped with Rumanian and Soviet weapons. It was common Imovdedge that this unit 
was a training Unit. Source repeatedly observed young recruits arriving and 
groups of trained soldiers departing. Rotations of this typo were frequently 
observed at all times during the year. According to observations redo in the 
area, the training emphasised infantry combat practice. 


3c Prior to September 1951 , a barracks installation of the Rumanian security troops 
was located on the north. estern n trimeter of the city, on tho oast side of Strada 
Praporgaaeuu (source’s spelling), the extension of which led to the hovm of 
Odaia (R 33/3 h / G 6?). Tho installation included eight solidly built brick 
buildings used as billets and more than 10 temporary barracks buildings . it was 
estimated- that there were about 1,200 men in the installation* The soldiers wore 
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khaki uniforms,* Red epaulets and red cap hands were observed* Prior to 
September 1951* the unit '. as not motorised* Kg heavy weapons were seen. 
Source felt that this unit was more strictly trained than the rest of the 
troops at the poet. The personnel scorned to have been especially. selected 
and displayed a more disciplined behaviour than other units. The unit was 
referred to os M £ £ niritatc armata n by the local people* Source stated that 
this unit belonged to the Rumanian Army and had no connection with police 
missions* 


i*.« The post officers* mess was located in a new large brick building beside the 
city park* southwest of the center o i the city and opposite the large court 
building of the Turnu Magurcle district* The building was used&r officers* 
billets and also was used for social purposes by all officers of the wost. 
Source did not hear of the existence of a high military headquarters at the 
post* 


‘3* 1^ bhe spring of 1951, source observed a barracks installation, which, had 

been constructed about- 191$, occupied by Rumanian troops , located west of 
Alexandria , on the southeast side of the road from Turnu Ifagurele, directlv 
southwest of the railroad line* Source had no knowledge of other barracks 
installations in Alexandria. Prior to the fall of 1951* Rosiorii do Vede 
(R 33/31; / B 70} was a Rumanian post. In October 1951 > source did not ob- 
serve any Soviet soldiers in the streets of Bucharest/ lie also stated that 
there were no Soviet soldiers in Turnu Ragurele and Alexandria prior to Sep- 
tember 1951, and. no Soviet troops vrors seen in Rosiorii de Vede in thr spring

6* According to a Rumanian, who worked as a warehouse manager at a building site 
near the town of Balaci (R 33/3); / B 73), underground concrete construction 
work was performed near this town in mid-August 1951. ’Vorkers from Turnu 
Kagurele were also employed at this project. The purpose of this work was 
not known. It was rumored that the building work was under Soviet management. 

7* Between 15 September and 20 October 1950, the seaport of Constanta (R 53/5U / E 7 ] } 
was occupied mainly by Soviet troops* Source knew of three barracks installa- 
tions at the post which wore not damaged in 17orld V7ar II * Source learned from 
conversation that no new barracks installations had been constructed in the 
city area* Soviet troops wore located in a barracks installation on the east side 
of Strada k tree a Voda. This installation is located north of the center of* the 
cTty, near iue steep hill sloping toward the sea c Other barracks installa- 
tions quartering Soviet troops were located at the northwestern edgo of the 
city, on both sides of the main street leading towards Ovidiu (R 5V5Jt / E 6l ) 
just inside the city limit s. | — — L \ 9 

\ I Soviet troops stationed at fl Q n«tnnt*i an 

infantry regiment and an artillery regiment,. Prior to late September I95Q, 
a Soviet artillery colonel had been billeted in the naval officer's apartment 
for two years o In early October 1950, the Soviet colonel was transferred to 
Vienna* Almost ail hotels at the post wer$ occupied by Soviet officers. Other 
officers were billeted in private apartments. Source rarely saw Soviet troops 
in the streets of the city* Public places were off limits to Soviet troaos. 

Source was unable to furnish information on the Soviet headquarters -Jn Con- 
stanta* 


A smcfLl, old Rumanian barracks install ation , which had been occupied bv members 
of occupation units of the Rumanian Kavy' prior to the war, also quartered mem- 
bers of the Rumanian Bavy in October lS>50 a The installation is located in the 
southwestern edge? of the city on the road leading towards Eforie (R 53/51* / 
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while riding daily in coastal railway trains between' Carmen Silva (it 53/51 / 

> K 79) and' Constanta from 15 September to 1 October 1950, source observed 
buildinr sites, enclosed by high board fences near the coast. », Wt 
of these building sites wore observed in the coast section between tnejicxgea 
railroad station and the Constat, ta port area, each ouxlding^.,i^ aoout 
25 meters square. A few wooden huts, at whicn soldiers and ci\j.~ « * ^ , 

were seen, were located near the building sites. Concrete mixers -^re^td 
at the sites.
